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TIMBER CUTTINGS, 1980 AND JANUARY, FEBRUARY 1981, WITH COMPARISONS

Sawtimber cut in Louisiana for the year 1980 totaled 1,051,958,197
board feet. Cuttings were down by 18 percent from the previous
year but were 15 percent below the 1975-79 average. Saw log har-
vest for the first two months of 1981 ram 2 percent above the same
period a year ago.

The pulpwood harvest of 3,634,356 cords in 1980 was 2 percent less
than in 1979 and 8 percent above the 1975-79 average.

Additional timber harvested so far in 1981 includes 340,564 board
feet of sawtimber and 3,384 cords of pulpwood under reforestation
contracts.

MARKET SUMMARY, FIRST QUARTER, 1981

Stumpage prices paid for pine sawtimber during the first quarter
of 1981 averaged $199.35 per thousand board feet. This price
represents an increase of 2.7 percent from the previous quarter
but is 5.8 percent higher than the state average of a year ago.
Prices paid for hardwoods were mixed but trended lower on some
species during the quarter.

Pole prices were mixed, but trended higher.

Pylpwood stumpage prices averaged $11.54 and $4.16 for pine and
hardwood respectively.

Wood Chips averaged $23.46 per ton for pine and $14.03 for hard-
wood F.O0.B. sawmill.

During the January-March quarter, the following U.S.D.A. Forest
